The Battle of Gen. Miles with the 


Indians Pronounced a Farce-j— 


Sitting Bull will Neither 


Fight or Give Up. 


THEIR STORY. 


Two of Gen. Miles'scouts came down 


the river as far as this point last week.— 
Chris Gilson and Oliver Brisbo. Chris 
is well known in this vicinity and he can 
roll a cigarette with as much grace as 
Yellowstone Kelly or Buffalo Bill. He 
has been all over the Yellowstone coun- 
try and is familiarly acquainted with 
every Indian trail. Brisbo is a Nez Perces 
half-breed. He has a pleasant counte- 
nance and talks rather goodEnglish. His 
folks live in Oregon, but he became rest- 
legs and wanted to see the world. He has 
had many dime novel escapes. 
Last 


spring he came from Ft. Belknap, seeing 
Indians on Milk 
river near Beaver 


Creek. He had two white men with him 
who were afraid to go into the hostilca' 
camp, but Bi isbo finally prevailed upon 
them, and they went.

warriors. Brisbo came on down and im- 
parted this information to Miles. Miles 
employed him ;ys a scout and sent him out 
to scourge the country.

GREAT FIGHT OP MILES 


with Ihc hostile Sioux last summer Avas a 
farce. The true inwardness Brisbo thinks, 
never has yet been revealed. Miles was 
ambitious and wanted a chance to show 
his bravery. Two companies of soldiers 
and nfiy-four Indian scouts, Brisbo being 
one of them, under Lieut. Clark, started 
out in advance of Miles' command. The 
engagement took place about fifty miles 
south ot the line. The Indians were go- 
ing north and did .pot want to fight. They 
had come clown to hunt buffalo, and were 
then on their waj* back; across the line. 
Brisbo saw Sitting Bull in thedistancje ac- 
companied by two Kcz Perces and iwo 
Siwux. They Mere waving their hands 
which signified the desire 1o talk with 
Miles. 
The Crow scouts Mith Claik 


wanted to fight and they began firing. 


SITTING BULL 


turned away and joined Lis band over the 
ridge. There were only twelve braves 
with their women and children with Sit- 
ting Bull, the main band being" then on a 
retreat. They wan'ted to get their wl\es 
and-children to a place of safety bo they 
showed fight. Selecting a favorable loca- 
tion, they began to fire back, the women 
and children retreating in haste. One 
squaw and child had already been killed 
by the scouts, who had kept up an inces- 
sant firing. The twelve warriors stood off 
the fifty-tour scouts until the two com- 
panies came up. 
They then retreated, 


several of the scouts following them close- 
Jv. One Crow had been firing at Sitting 
Bull throughout the skirmish. A Sioux 
told bitting Bull and Bull turned and 
fired, saying, "you want to kill me, do 
you? 


DIE YOU DOG."" 
» 


The top of the Crows head was blown off. 
Bear Cap's outfit of 250 lodges were about 
two miles trom the skirmish when they 
heard that the soldiers were near, sixty 
ot them returned and showed fight simply 
to give the main band a chance to get the 
^\omen and children away. Had the In- 
dians wanted to fight they could have 
taken Miles' whole command. They were 
well armed and lacKed nothing in" num- 
ber. They knew that iftliey fought thev 
could not return across the British line 
Johnny Brewier, who is now in the U. S. 
jail at'F-argo-for murder, \\^s among the 
scouts. The Indians hate Brewier and 
say that he lied to them. They will kill 
him if they ever get a chance. Both Gil- 
s«ii and Brisbo are well acquainted with 
the hostile Sioux. They have been in Sit- 
ting Bull's camp several times during the 
pastseason.

grasp. Smith, who had the hay contract 
toi the new post, went within eight miles 
of the hostile (amp with his stocK. For 
fear that the Crows would steal the stock 
and the blame, be attached to the Sioux, 
Sitting JJull seW out several of his war- 
riors to keep them away. Tlitre are now 
about 3.700 Indians in bitting Bull's band. 
The principal chief is Spotted Eagle. Sit- 
ting Bull is a sort of counselor. All the 
chiefs go to h'.m tor council. 
He will not 


surrender or fi ghl. He says it would have 
done no good to have massacred Miles, as 
more soldiers would have been sent, and 
he would havu been driven from the Brit- 
ish liae. and then he would have no 
friends.

ly to take up arms against the govern- 
ment. We hear much of the wonderful 
bravery of the Southern soldiers, but lit- 
tle of the Nothern soldier. This or that 
Southern leader is referred to as the great- 
est military genius'of the war. I wish 
to notice these things briefly. The South- 
ern leaders were bold, bad men, who 
sought tp erect upon the rums of a free 
nation an aristocratic despotism, whose 
corner stone should be slavery. The 
Southern' soldier was brave, but lacked 
the tenacious bravery of the boys in 
blue. The Southern cavalry, composea 
of the so called chivalry, was the pride 
of the South: but after our boys leained 
the use of the sabre they never withstood 
a charge.' 


The Sputh had some great military 


advantages. 
The battlea were fought on 


her territory—a territory peculiarly favor- 
able to defensive warfare. She held the 
intenor circles. The victories of the 
North had to be wrested from positions 
of great military strength, in a strange 
and hostile country. No Southern army 
ever set foot oft Northern soil that did 
not^meet sudden and ignominious defeat. 
Twice Lee attempted a Northern inva- 
sion, but was each time outgeneralled and 
nutfoughtj. 
The Vicksburg 
campaign, 


where the army under Grant advanced 
boldly intjo the heart of the enemy's coun- 
try, defeating them in battles, holding 
one army at bay while capturing another, 
in a position stronger than the famous 
Gibraltar, is without supenor for bold- 
nesss of design or brilliancy of execution 
in the annals of history. The most bril- 
liant raid of Stonewall Jackson is not 
worthy of comparison with Sherman's 
wonderful march. 


I wish tp say one word about recencilia- 


lion. Th<£ last sun of the rebellion "had 
hardly ceased to reverberate before all 
animosity was swept from our hearts bv 
the joyful thoughts of a redeemed (nation. 
We earnestly hoped that all sectional 
strife and bitterness was forever at an end; 
that the people of the South would join 
with us in making this the most free, the 
most prosperous nation in the ^vorld. To 
those of us who lived the war, it was a 
terrible, earnest reality. It was no sum- 
mer holiday, but its toila, inspiration, its 
horrors, its triumphs left their impress up- 
on us-that can never be effaced. But there 
is nothing of the spirit of hatred or re- 
venge in this memory. We asked not 
one victim to vengeance. With a mag- 
nanimity without precedent in the.ppsf, 
and that probably will meet no parallel
